“The policy and practice of Brit­ 
ish and American occupation auth­ 
orities is the very last that is like­ 
ly to bring about consolidation of 
peace and security and internation­ 
al cooperation." 
Pravda charged the existence of 
an anti-Soviet Ukrainian separa­ 
tist association which it said was

of the

a heart attack while swimming.

veteran, 
who 
was 
wounded while serving with the 
Army in Germany, had been ac­ 
companied to the creek by three 
younger youtha. They are: John 
Looney, 15, 
Jackie Peterson, 14, 
and 
Floyd 
Phillips, 
17, all 
of 
Derby. 
The Peterson boy told Deputy 
Pontius that near the Can tx Ford 
bridge Mr. Mouser waded into the 
water after telling hts companions 
he would show them “how to 
swim " 
Mr. Mouser suddenly yelled for 
help, Peterson told the deputy, and 
he plunged into the water to as­ 
sist Mr. Mouser. Peterson said 
that when he reached the swim­ 
mer's side, in about 12 feet of 
water, Mr. Mouser grabbed his 
wrist. 
Peterson said 
loose, and badly scared, made his 
way to shore. 
All of the boys declared that 
after his head disappeared below 
the w,. 
Mr. Mouser failed to rise 
to the surface. The boys aroused 
nearby residents. A telephone cell 
wss made to the sheriff’s office in 
Circleville 
and

The issue was brought up when 
George Atcheson, Jr., Gen. Doug­ 
las MacArthur'* 
personal 
repre­ 
sentative on the council, vigor­ 
ously attacked a 22-point Soviet 
proposal for Japanese labor legis­ 
lation. 
In a barbed statement, Atcheson 
reiterated a previous 
American 
policy of opposing “further Com­ 
munism in Japan” m d said the 
proposal bore the “familiar sign- 
marks of propaganda.” 
W. McMahon Ball, United King­ 
dom delegate, came to the support 
of the Soviet delegate when he 
said he found nothing wrong with 
the proposals and could see “no 
trace of propaganda" in them. 
Derevyanko replied to Atcheson 
that he reserved the right to re­ 
fute the American charges at a 
later date and in detail. 
He ac­ 
cused Atcheson of trying to forte 
his own conception of right and 
wrong upon the council. 
The Soviet delegate refused to 
answer Atcheson’s 
questions 
on 
why the Russians were trying to 
promulgate the 48-hour week in 
Japan and the right to strike “if 
these reforms are not universally 
observed in the Soviet Union." 
The Soviet delegate earlier suf­ 
fered another rebuff when coun­ 
cil voted three to one against dis­ 
solving a semi-official commission 
set up to investigate the causes of 
war and the reasons for Japan’s 
defeat.

Milk prices in Georgia went up 
two cents per quart. 
A large Chicago dairy raised the 
price of home delivered milk from 
ISH cents to 204 cents a quart.

BumperFood 
Crop Seen 
This Year 


WASHINGTON, July IO—Some 
agriculture department crop ex­ 
perts predicted today that the Uni­ 
ted States will produce another 
bumper crop this year, Including 
possible 
record 
com 
and 
rice 
crops. 
Tile department’s first official 
estimate of over-all food produc­ 
tion during the new crop year was 
to be disclosed this afternoon in 
its July report on crop prospects. 
Department expert* said good 
grain crops seemed likely with the 
exception of rye and soy beans. 
The fresh vegetable crop may be 
one-fifth larger than last year's 
heavy yield. F ruits also are ex­ 
pected to be plentiful. 
"The beat part is that it looks 
like an across-the board produc­ 
tion that will see good yields of 
nearly all crops unless the weather 
turns against us." one official said. 
It was pointed out that some 
grain trade sources already are 
predicting a 3,500.000.000 bushel 
com crop. A severe drought this 
month or next, however, might 
change the picture. 
A record com crop coupled with 
a better than a billion - bushel 
wheat crop would go a long way 
toward easing the serious feed sit­ 
uation. That would mean more 
meat, poultry and dairy products. 
The nation’s record com crop of 
3.228,000,000 
bushels 
was 
pro­ 
duced in 1944. Last year’s crop 
totalled 3,018,410.000 bushels.

•The 7,000,000 members of the 
AFL as well as enormous number 
of unorganized workers who fol­ 
low its leadership . . . are at this 
time in a condition of mind that 
is not encouraging for the Demo­ 
cratic party," Tobin wrote in the 
current issue of the International 
Teamster, union publication. 
Tobin said labor support “re­ 
sponsible for 14 years of Demo­ 
cratic political 
majorities’* 
was 
slipping away principally because 
of the “voting record in both the 
house and in the senate ’’ 
“There is hope that the Demo­ 
cratic leadership will wake up and 
understand that their hope is in 
the biasses of the workers," 
he 
wrote. "Without the vote of these 
masses, they are lost." 


PARIS, July IO -Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes said today 
it was “essential" that the Allies 
agree on a peace settlement for 
Germany before the establishment 
of a German government. 
His statem ent was made in a 
document proposing appointment 
of special deputies to study the 
German problem and was made 
public this afternoon aa the coun­ 
cil met again in plenary session 
to resume the discussion of Ger­ 
many. 
The big four foreign ministers 
got down today to the sober Job 
of trying to dispel the air of aus- 
picion 
and recrimination 
which 
choked their initial search for 
common ground In discussing the 
future of Germany. 
A gulf between Russia and the 
western powers in their concepts 
of what is to be done with Germany 
was indicated by bitter debate be­ 
tween James F. Byrnes and V. M. 
Molotov when the biggest single 
problem of poet-war Europe was 
brought up.

Diagnosing Stomach Disorders 


Br HERMAN ll IUNMSCN, NJ). 
IN STOMACH disorders, R is 
not always easy to find out exactly 
what is causing tbs trouble, but 
though patience is needed, there 
is, thanks to modem instruments 
and techniques, no aieaailty for 
guesswork. 
To make a proper diagnosis, the 
doctor will, first of all, give cartful 
study to the kind of symptoms 
troubling the patient Ha will then 
examine the patient and make var­ 
ious laboratory taste, such as de­ 
termining the amount of acid in 
the stomach, and take X-ray pic­ 
tures. 
If all this does not show just 
what is the matter, he has still an­ 
other resource—examination with 
tbs gastroscope. 
Tubes aad Mirrors 
The gastroscope is a series of 
tubes and mirrors with a light at 
the end. It can be passed through 
the mouth into the stomach to give 
the doctor a meal's-eye view of the 
interior of this hidden organ. 
Thus, he can scrutinise the lining 
membrane or mucosa for evidences 
of injury or diseasa. In this way 
things which would not show up 
in X-rsy photographs are revealed 
According to Dr. Martin M. 
Kirsches of Chicago, in patients 
who have had some disturbance 
within the abdomen for some time 
for which no explanation hat been 
found, often small injuries to the 
lining membrane of the stomach 
may be detected through the gas­ 
troscope. Sometimes, early cancer 
utiiuHteoHMmamMmammMDtniiimKMi 


may be discovered in patients who 
have such symptoms as lots of ap­ 
petite, lots of weight and nausea 
or sickness to toe stomach. 
When Canst Unknown 
If a patient brings up blood 
from the stomach, or ha# blood in 
his stool, and the cause cannot be 
found, examination with the gaa- 
troecope would appear advisable. 
Th# bleeding may be caused by a 
•mall ulnar or loos of tissua in tha 
lining membrane of the stomach, 
by inflammation of the stomach 
lining, or by cancer. 
Another way in which the gas­ 
troscope is helpful is in aiding 
the doctor in telling whether a 
tumor is of the benign or mild kind 
or is cancerous and deadly. It alto 
may help in tailing when ulcer of 
the stomach has recurred. 
In using the gastroscope, the 
sensations in the throat are first 
deadened by usin<g * l^cal anes­ 
thetic. When this is done, the due 
comfort produced is very slight. 
There would appear to be no dan­ 
ger of perforation, that is, pushing 
the instrument through the wall 
of the esophagus or stomach. 
The use of the gastroscope is not 
advisable in patients who are ser­ 
iously iii, have fever, bronchitic, 
lung disorder* or blocking of the 
esophagus, or the heart condition 
known aa angina pectoris. Of 
course the physician who employs 
the gastroscope must be skilled in 
its use in order that he may ba 
able to recognise the abnormal 
conditions which he sees through 
the instrument
